He 
gays he is unable to furnish bond in ex- 
cess of $500, and demands that bail be 
 @xed in that sum. 

* Chief Donahue, when asked his opinion 
of the genuineness of the letter, express- 
ed himself as quite satisfied that it came 
from Crowe.

In Many Places They Are Using

Manila, October 13.—The military au- 
thorities have received word that Gen- 
eral Miquel Var, the insurgent leader, is 
believed to have left the province of Ba- 
tangas, Luzon, and to be planning an 
cperation in the province of Bulacan, 
where insurgent conscription has been 
progressing recently. The country there 
is mountainous and well adapted to guer- 
rilla warfare. 

Cartain Pitcner has practically stamped 
cut insurrection in the island of Min- 
doro 

The police force at Banana, province of 
Batanzas, has been disarmed, and the 
chief of police and several others have 
been placed under arrest on charges of be- 
longing to an insurgent society and us- 
ing their offices to obtain information for 
the insurgents. 

Major Braganza, the insurgent officer 
who ordered the execution of 108 Spanish 
prisoners and personally superintended 
the carrying out of the order, has been 
sentenced to be hanged. 

There is intense feeling among the na- 
tives in San Fernando, province of Pam- 
panga, over the killing of a native by a 
soldier. Strong patrols are out in both 
San Fernando and Bacolor to prevent a 
hostile demonstration. : 

There is considerable criticism here of 
ihe recent statements of . Congressman 
Kdgar Weeks, of Michigan, regarding 
Filipino character and possibilities. Mem- 
ters of the commission refer to his re- 
marks 2s “too sweeping,’’ and as “based 
upon too short an -experience.”’ 

The native press unstintingly condemns 
the conclusions of Mr. Weeks as “unjust 
and viciously false.”’

PAYMENT WOULD RESULT

London, October 13.—The Reuter Te'e- 
gram Company has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Constantinople, dated 
October 13: ’ 

“There have been no further develop- 
ments in the case of Miss Ellen M. Stone, 
the abducted American missionary. 

“It is reported that Spencer Eddy, sec- 
retary of the United States legation in 
Constantinople, received today a dispatch 
from Washington advising him that a 
sum of money which should suffice for 
the ransom would be forthcoming. 

The text of Reuter’s advices is ambigu- 
ous, 

The Daily Telegraph has the foilowing 
dispatch from Sofia, dated Sunday: 

“United States Consul General Dickin- 
son has received no instructions to pay 
the ransom. He its afraid a dangerous pre- 
cedent would be created by payment. As 
he is now fully convinced that the bri- 
gands were merely instruments, acting 
under the instigation of late members of 
the Macedonian committee he has made 
strong representations to the Bulgarian 
government asking the arrest of these in- 
stigators. Should this be done, he says, 
Miss Stone ‘would doubtless be released 
On payment of a moderate indemnity and 
assurance of freedom for her captors. 
Some Macedonians have already been ar- 
rested. here,’’

Comte de: la Vaulx of France 
Making Balloon Voyage 
Across Mediterranean, 


SIGHTED BY A STEAMER 
HE SIGNALS “ALL WELL" 


Aeronaut Is Headed for Algeria, 
Which He Hopes To Reach by 
Wednesday Night—Keeps 
Balloon About 60 Feet 
Above Sea.

Paris, October 14.—Considerable interest 
is manifested in the attempt of Comte de 
la Vaulx, the aeronaut who left Les 
Sablettes, near Toulon, last night on a 
balloon voyage across the Mediterranean, 
with a view of ‘testing. the possibility of 
using balloons between France, Corsica 
and Algeria in time of war. 


The success of the experiment has been 


frequently endangered of late by hitches 
in the arrangements. Comte de la Vaulx 
has received semi-official support in the 
shape of subscriptions from the ministers 
of marine and war. The former has 
promised a cruiser as a convoy, and also 
lent the inflating apparatus. A fortnight 
ago, however, M. de Lanessan decided 
that the season was not propitious for 
the experiment, and withdrew the cruiser 
and the apparatus. 

Comte de la Vaulx with difficulty re- 
placed the apparatus. ‘Then a portion of 
the balloon shed colHapsed in a gale and 
tore the balloon. Thig damage was re- 
paired, but a few days ago another acci- 
dent delayed his departure. 

Finally the aeronaut’s luck changed. 
Weather and wind improved, and at the 
last moment M. De Lanessan revoked 
his decision and ordered the French 
second-class cruiser Du Chayla to con- 
voy the balloon, which is also convoyed 
by « private yacht. 

The aeronaut is accompaniel’ by two 
other aeronauts and a. naval lieutenant. 
He expects to reach w,tgeria Wednesday 
night or Thursday morning. He took 
with him seventy-five carrier pigeons to 
be released in three batches daily. The 
balloon, which is decorated with the tri- 
color, carries accumulators for electric 
signal lamps and an electric pump to 
draw up sea water for ballast whenever 


necessary by tubes immersed in the sea. 


Comte de la Vaulx, by a system of 
floats, intends to keep about 40 feet above 
the water. 

Balloon Sighted by Steamer. 

Marseilles, October 14.—A steamer which 
has arrived here reports having sighted 
the balloon of Comte de la Vaulx yester- 
day (Sunday) about 12:30 p. m. The bal- 
loon was about 50 miles from Marseilles, 
and shaping its course for Algeria. The 
car was about 60 feet above the sea. 
Comte de la Vaulx signaled that all was 
well,

POPE LEO DRAWS NIGH 
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POPE LEO XIII. 
Who Will Soon Attain Twenty-fifth Year of His Pontificate. 


Completion of Quarter Century of His Regime Will 
Be Signalized by a Consistory and an 
Allocution on Assassination. 


ASHINGTON, October 13.—In 
W well informed Catholic circles here 

it is believed that the next con- 
sistory of the Catholic church at Rome 
will be held in February, when Pope 
Leo XIII attains the twenty-fifth year of 
his pontificate. While there have been no 
definite advices to this effect, it is thought 
likely that this assembiy will open the ju- 
bilee to signalize the closing of the quar- 
ter century of Pope Leo’s regime and that 
he will take advantage of it to deliver 
an allocution, taking a strong position on 
the question of assassination among other 
things. 

Cardinal Martinelli will remain in office 
here until about time for the consistory. 
No authoritative word has yet reached 
here regarding the successorship. In view 
of his past experience it is quite likely 
that Cardinal Martinelli will be assigned 
in Rome to the congregations of the holy

CHILDREN SWEPT AWAY 
BY THE RUSH OF WATER 


| But They Were Rescued As if By 9 


Miracle—Property Damage Will] 
Reach Nearly $200,000. 


Cause of Break Not 
Known. 


East Liverpool, Ohio, October 13.—A 
large reservoir, containing 10,000,000 gal- 
lons of water, burst today and caused 
great damage. No lives were lost, but 4 
score of people had narrow escapes. The 
money loss will reach probably $150,000. 

The reservoir, which is owned by the 
city and whi¢éh was completed only a few 
days ago, was filled this morning for the 
first time. It was taxed to its utmost 
capacity when the break occurred. A 
gang of laborers were laying pipes near 
the wall which gave way. They miracu- 
lously escaped death. 

The basin is located 500 feet above the 
pumping station, on the highest hill in 
the city. A mumber of houses are lo- 
cated on the hillside between the reser-. 
voir and the city proper. When the wall 
gave way the water shot down the in- 
cline with a mighty roar, the noise made 
warning the occupants of the endan- 
gered houses, who rushed to a place of 
safety in time to save themselves. 

A party of children were playing fn a 
road directly in the pathway of the tor- 
rent and though caught by a portion 
of the rushing water, were rescued. 


their roots and carried down the hiliside 
with lightning rapidity,' being jammed 
with terrific force against the walls of the 
Harker Pottery Company plant. 

The main building, with several smalier 
structures, were badly wrecked. Two 
large kilns and sheds were dashed to.

FUNERAL OF MORMON CHIEF. 


Last Tribute to the Remains of 
Church’s President. 

Salt Lake, Utah, October 13.—The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, commonly known as the Mormon 
church, today paid its ,last tribute te 
the remains of its late president, Lo- 
renzo Snow. The great popularity and 
clerical eminence of the deceased drew to 
the city Mormons from every corner of 
the state, as well as many Gentiles. 

From 7 to 10 o'clock more than 2,000 
persons, including practically all the ven- 
erable leaders of the church, viewed the 
remains at the Snow residence. At 10 
o’clock the casket was raised by the 
twelve apostles and borne to the taber- 
nacle, where not less than 20,000 people 
had gathered to witness the funeral cere-. 
morfies. ; 

The service was one of impressive sim- 
plicity, the absence of the ritual, the 
earnestness of the speakers and the beau- 
ty of the floral offerings and decorations 
of white drapery trimmed with pale green 
leaves, combining to form a scene seldom 
witnessed in the historic house of wor- 
ship. The tabernacle and temple choirs, 
combining over 500 voices, rendered sev- 
eral numbers between the addresses. At 
12:30 the tabernacle service concluded and 
the procession was formed for the Ore- 
gon Short Line depot, where the funeral 
party started for Brigham City, which 
for many years was the home of the de- 
ceased. At Brigham City the church or- 
ganizations marched behind the casket 
from the railway depot to the cemetery, 
where the casket was placed in a special- 
ly constructed vault on the Snow burial 
ground with appropriate ceremony.

PASSENGERS NOT RESCUED 


There Are 170 Persons Aboard the 
Wrecked Vessel, But They Are 
@aid to Be in Danger—The 
Steamer Not Greatly 


Injured. 


Vancouver, British Columbia, October 
13.—In a dense fog, the Canadian Pacific 
steamer Hating, from Skagway to Van- 
couver, went ashore yesterday afternoon 
at Tucker bay, Jervis island, and is now 
hard and fast on the rocks. The place is 
a‘ small rocky islet iying to northwest of 
Laquetti island, at the entrancé to Sa- 
bine strait, 49 miles north of Vancouver. 
When the steamer went ashore Captain 
Gosse was on watch and First Officer 
Newrotes was with him on the bridge. The 
fog at the time was so dense that it was 
impossible to see 10 feet in any direction. 

The Hating had on board 170 passengers. 
There was no panic and the passengers 
were soon made aware that no danger 
was to be apprehended. When it was 
found that she could not get off the rocks 
by her own efforts, the captain started 
Pilot Gunns off to Vancouver in a Bhip’s 
boat with four men. Gunns rowed down, 
arriving in Vancouver this afternoon. He 
met no steamer on his cruise until he had 
rowed 35 miles distance, when a tug picked 
rowed 35 miles distant, when a tug picked 

Upon his arrival here Pilot Gunns stated 
while the Hating was fast on the rocks, 
he thought she was not particular:y dam- 
aged. The Canadian Pacific officials wired 
to Nanimo to have the steamer Joan dis- 
patched to Jervis island to take as many 
Passengers as possible from the Hating 
and bring them down to Vancouver. The 
collier Maude and the steamer Willapa 
were also dispatched to Jervis island, 
Starting at 6 o'clock this evening. 

The Hating’s passengers probably will 
reach heré tomorrow morning. The Hat- 
ing is a particularly good boat, having 
been brought from Hong Kong for the 
North American trade about eight months 
ago. Her estimated value is $240,000.

A windmill was rigged up to fan pure 
air into the hole, and, thus fortified, Nich- 
olson and Baker were lowered into the 
shaft. They found that the father and 
his two sons were dead. Their bodies 
were hoisted to the surface, and after 
the dead came the two men. When they 
reached the pure air the terrible effect 
of the gas was evident and both fainted.

London, October 13.—The outlook for the 
money market is now fairly easy.

entire county service. These men are 
under the direction of H. Conquest 
Clark, chief special agent in charge o* 
the southern division of rural delivery. 
As two men cannot accomplish a great 
deal ef work in a short time, the county 
services are not inaugurated as fast as 


might be. 

Colonel Livingston has at present a pe- 
tition on file with the postmaster gener- 
al for the establishment of a county ser- 
vice in Newton county. The postmaster 
general has not yet ordered the establish- 
ment of this service, but it is generally 
understood that it will be one of the first 
cases acted on. 

At the same time the JefferSon county 
service goes into operation two more 
county services will be installed. One at 
Frederick county, Maryland, and one in 
Niagara county, New York. The Jef- 
ferson county, Alabama, service will em- 
ploy twenty-six carriers, one carrier for 
each of the separate routes. Collections 
and deliveries will be made at every 
house in the entire county once a day.

The call to the committee has been 
made by State Chairman Deas, the mu- 
latto who was turned down by Hanna 
when he applied ten days ago for ap- 
pointment on the national committee in 
the place made vacant by the death of 
E. A. Webster. The entire state commit- 
tee indorsed Deas. 

The executive committee will protest 
against the appointment of Captain Ca- 
pers on the national committee, as well 
as the selection of Dr. V. E. Clayton as 
collector of internal revenue, 

While the appointment of Dr. Clayton 
is a distinct notice to the old-line repub- 
licans that they can expect nothing from 
the administration, it is not a McLaurin 
victory. Dr. Clayton has for years been 
opposed to giving a place to negroes in 
politics. The doctor is a good business 
man, has been postmaster of Columbia 
and is respected everywhere in the state. 
He has advocated the organization of a 
white man’s republican party. For the 
Same reason the doctor has not been 
friendly to McLaurin’s plans.

HIGH LICENSE FOR SCALPERS 


Charleston Is Working to Keep Out 
Cut Rate Ticket Brokers. 

Charleston, 8S. C., October 13.—(Special.)

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CATTLE RANCHES 


Syndicate Headed By Kansas Man 


Makes Extensive Purchases. 
OVER HALF MILLION INVOLVED 


Over One Hundred Thousand Acres 
Have Been Bought and Beeves 
for the Cuban Trade Will 
Given Esepcial Care 
and Attention. 


Tallahassee, Fla., October 13.—(Special.) 
Capital is flowing into middle and west- 
ern Florida at an unprecedented rate. 
Since the ist of October announcement 
has been made of two of the largest and 
most important land deals in the history 
of the state. There is nothing in the 
nature of a boom, but substantial invest- 
ments looking to immediate development 


are being made. 

West of the Chattahoochee river, main- 
ly In the large counties of Santa Rosa 
and Jackson, an immense tract of land 
of more than one hundred thousand acres 
has been purchased by State Senator 
Porter. of Kansas, and his associates. On 
this rolling and-.splendidly watered land 
cattle-raising will be undertaken on a 
larger scale than has heretofore been 
attempted east of the Mississippi river. 
Men who have studied the subject from 
a practical standpoint have long pre- 
dicted thaf cattle-raising was going to be 
one of Florida’s leading industries, and 
that the time was not far off when this 
state would rival Texas, Kansag and Mis- 
souri in the production of beef. 

The rehabilitition of Cuba after the 
Spanish-American war attracted re- 
newed and more careful attention to 
Florida’s ranch possibilities. For three 


years past thousands of cattle have been. 


shipped to Cuba each month from the 
ports of Tampa, Punta Gorda, Punta 
Rassa, Miami and Pensacola. They have 
brought excellent prices, and the Florida 
shippers have made money. This has 
encouraged many to go into the business 
extensively, for the Spaniards had cleaned 
Cuba out of eatable live stock, and the 
demand from the island for Florida cattle 
and hogs is_still large. 

For a number of years it has been 
the practice of cattle dealers each year 
to carry large numbers of the common 
range stock to the prairies of Kansas, 
the Indian Territory and Texas, there 
to build them up, after which. they were 
driven or carried to the grain territory 
in the Daketas and Wyoming to be fat- 
tened and put in shape for the Chicago 
and Omaha slaughter houses. This has 
been done on a large scale, but it has 
involved great expense. 

Recently representatives of the great 
western packing houses—Armour, Swift 
and Cudahvg-have been investigating and 
practically testing in Florida. They have 
reported to their houses that, under prop- 
er management, scrub cattle can be fully 
prepared, without leaving Florida, for the 
slaughter pens. In order to do this two 
new steps in Florida cattle-raising are 
being taken: To cross the common cattle 
with improved short horn stock, particu- 
larly the Hereford, and .to introduce cas- 
Sava and velvet beans as foodstuffs. Cas- 
sava will grow nowhere except in Florida 
and south Georgia, but it has proved a 
remarkable fattener, and is very cheaply 
raised. 

This development of the cattle-raising 
business is arousing interest al] over the 
state, and is attracting outside capital, 
as is instanced by the west Florida ranch 
project just reported, 


SEARCH FOR NANCY HART'S GRAVE RAISES A QUESTION 
AS TO WHETHER OR NOT THERE EVER WAS A NANCY HART 


HE CONSTITUTION of Tuesday 
published a remarkably interesting 


| letter from Mrs. R. E. Park, state 
regent of the Georgia Daughters of the 
American Revolution, in regard to Nancy 


Hart. 

Mrs. Park corrected the recent state- 
ment in the papers to the effect that the 
grave of the famous Georgia heroine had 
been found, and said that it is the site 
of her home, which has been located. 

The accomplished lady who wrote the 
ommunication went on to say: 

‘ “The Appleton's Encyclopedia of Ameri- 
ean Biography says that Nancy Hart 
died in Elbert county in 1840, but this 
statement can hardly be true, 4s there 
are many old persons still living in El- 
bert who would be able to remember 
the fearless amazon, and White and other 
historians say that this “honey Qf a pa- 
triot removed to Brunswick at the close 
of the war and afterwards went west. 

“Inquities have been on foot for two 
years to discover the spot where the in- 
trepid heroine lived and performed her 
deeds of valor. 

“The genial ordinary of Elbert county, 
Captain J. J. Burch, and Colonel Robert 
Heard accompanied the local chapter of 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
on their historic excursion. It is confi- 
dently believed from the concurrence of 
history and local testimony that the spot 
on which the rude log cabin of the great 
war woman stood, as well as the famous 
spring where the conch shell was blown 
to| summon her timid spouse and her 
whig neighbors, and the tree on which 
the cross-eyed champion of the liberty 
boys hung the marauding tories have 
been correctly located. These historic 
spots will be marked by the Stephen 
Heard chapter of Elberton and the Nancy 
Hart chapter of Milledgeville. 

“Ts Mrs. A. O. Harper, the untiring re- 
gent of the Elberton chapter, and to Cap- 
tain J. J. Burch much of the success of 
the investigation is due. We are still 
trying to find the grave of the bravest 
of heroines of the revolution, but we 
hardly hope to find it on Georgia soil. 
We have frequently said, and we repeat 
it, that if Nancy Hart had been born on 

lew England soil she would long ago 
have had a monument as high as Bunker 
Hill. She deserves to have one not only 
in Elberton, but in the capital of the 
state, for Nancy Hart carried a lion’s 
heart in a woman's body—a heart which 
beat always for the honor and glory of 
Georgia.” aah: 

This was convincing enough to me, but 
Rev. George G. Smith, of Macon, one of 
our best and most painstaking historians, 
has thrown me into a very unpleasant 

of doubt. 
he Smith has a patient way of looking 
into things. He does not accept so-called 
history or tradition. He investigates, and 
goes into remote corners studying old 
tombstones and court house records. 

“Olid Mortality’ could not hold a candle 
to him. All that “Old Mortality” cared 
for was names, whereas Dr. Smith cares 
nothing for names, but everything for 

acts. 

Concerning Nancy Hart, the doctor says 
in his terse, incisive fashion: é 

‘This is a story of fiction. There was 
no such’ person as Nancy Hart in real 
life. It. is just a pretty story that was 
written by a clever writer, and it made 
such a hit that the character of 
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Hart has been given a place in his- 
tory.”’ 


Are we to believe that the warlike 
Nancy wag as much of a myth as Wil- 
liam Tell? 

What is to become of our history if 
its well known figures of only a few 
generations ago are to be wiped out in 
this style? 

From my boyhood I have been a firm 
believer in Nancy Hart. I shuddered with 
something between admiration and hor- 
ror when I read of the hanging and kill- 
ing of numerous tories hy the stalwart 
woman. 

I never much fancied a lady of her 
build and her murderous propensities in 
the name of patriotism, but I swallowed 
the whole story and admitted her great- 
ness. 

When I grew older I interviewed resi- 
dents of her region. They told me, one 
and all, that they had never been able 
to find out anything définite about her. 

“T have heard,’ said one old man from 
Elbert county, “that she was the head 
of the family. Her husband was a meek 
little man, and did not amount to much, 
When the madam was killing tories Mr. 
Hart was generally under the bed, or in 
some other safe place.”’ 


One day, a few years ago, Abe Fry 
called me into his store and asked me 
what I knew about Nancy Hart. I told 
him briefly. 

‘‘Well, suppose you look at this,’’ he re- 
plied. 

He showed me an old edition of Cham- 
ber’s Encyclopedia, and in that musty 
old volume I read that Nancy Hart, the 
Georgia heroine of revolutionary history, 
was a negro woman! 

This was distressing as well as aston- 
ishing. 

I mentioned the matter to two or three 
well-read friends of mine. 

“Nothing in it,’’ they replied confident- 
ly. “‘Those Chambers fellows were aboli- 
tionists. They wouldn't give the south 
credit for anything, and it was just like 
them to try to make this woman a ne- 
gro. It is not true.”’ 


About that time Joel Chandler Harris 
wrote his delightful book, “Stories from 
Georgia History.” 

Finding that he accepted Nancy and 
her record, I told him what I had read 
in Chambers’. 

Then Uncle Remus boiled over with 
mild wrath. 

“Why, that is ridiculous nonsense,’ he 
said. ‘“‘Nancy Hart had red hair. Of 
course, she must have been a white wom- 
Then, here is another point. The 
great senator from Missouri, Thomas 
Hart Benton, was related to her. I have 
heard that she was his aunt. Now, do 
you take any stock in the story that she 
was a negro?’ 


This settled it for the time, and Nancy 
went back into my gallery of revolution- 
ary heroines, red hair and all, including 
the peace-loving husband under the bed. 

It was rather unpleasant to think of 
this big, double-fisted country woman 
with her own hands hanging and shoot- 
ing tories. That seemed to be men's 
work, but as our historians pictured her 
as a heroine deserving the highest praise 
I accepted their verdict with a secret feel- 


If he is right, Nancy was simply a myth’ 
—the creation of some writer of fiction 
no more reliable than the biographer who 
told thé pretty cherry tree incident in 
Washington’s life. 

It is no wonder that her grave has never 
been found, though it is somewhat re- 
markable that there should be a confident 
belief in Elbert county that the site of 
her log cabin has been correctly lo- 
cated. 

Dr. Smith is regarded as a reliable his- 
torian. He has written some valuable 
works, and his recent “History of Geor- 
gia’’ is deservedly held in high regard. 

In his leisure moments he has written 
some very important articles in regard 
to the early history of Atlanta and Ma- 
con. 

His sketches, entitled “Sidelights on 
Old Virginia,’’ show careful research and 
the facts presented must be somewhat 
astonishing to those who have been un- 
der the impression that the old Virginians 
were all cavaliers living in 
be called a baronial otyhe. var er 

These sketches, by the way, seem to be 
so accurate and the result of so much 
labor that they have led me to believe 
the doctor's discovery about Nancy Hart 
is worthy of our serious attention. It 
will not do to stand by our past reading 
and hastily jump to the conclusion that 
he is mistaken. The matter should be 


“carefully investigated, more thoroughly 


than ever before, and if the alleged 
heroine never existed we should revise 
the histories which have made her so 
prominent. 


Still, it is evident that in the early part 
of the last century, when many of the 
participants in the revolution were living, 
there was so much said about the wom- 
an that her fame spread to the other 
side of the ocean, and even the Chambers 
brothers in Edinburgh thought her worthy 
of a place in their encyclopedia, though 
they put her down as a negro. 

So it seems that she was not looked 
upon as a myth in those days, in spite 
of the difference of opinion about her 
color. 

If she really lived in Blbert the inabil- 
ity of the old inhabitants and their de- 
scendants to remember her may be ac- 
counted for in a reasonable way. Per- 
haps, as the story goes, she moved west 
shortly after the close of the revolution- 
ary war. Other persons in her neighbor- 
hood moved away. Newcomers rushed in 
and out in the whirl of progress, old land- 
marks and old settlers were forgotten. 


The discussion of this matter will not 
be dropped until something is settled. 
The Georgia Daughters of the American 
Revolution embrace some of the bright- 
est women: in America, and they are 
doing a great work for the preservation 
of our history. 

Nancy Hart may safely be left to them. 
If she was a black woman the fact will 
come out. If she never existed, then 
blot her name from the books. 

Down south we build very few monu- 
ments at best, and it is not likely that 
our people will ever be extravaghnt and 
enthusiastic enough to build one to the 
mythical blood and thunder heroine of a 
story writer, if she should turn out to be 
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That old Georgia journal gave a complete 
history of the woman who now occupies 
such an unique position in revolutionary 
history. The following particulars are 
declared to be based upon incontrovertible 
facts and are quoted by The Macon 
Telegraph from the Record: 

***Nancy Hart and her husband settled 
before the revolutionary struggle a few 
miles above the Ford or Broad river, 
known by the name of Fishdam ford, in 
Elbert county, in the bend of the river 
near a very extensive canebrake. An 
apple orchard still remains to point out 
the spot and prove the provident powers 
of its planter. In altitude Mrs. Hart was 
almost Patagonian and remarkably well 
limbed and muscular—in a word, she was 
lofty and sour—she possessed none of that 
nobility of nerve which characterizes 
modern times—marked by nature with 
prominent features, circumstances and ac- 
cident added perhaps not a little to her 
peculiarities. She possessed none of those 
graces of motion which a poetical eye 
might see in the heave of the ocean wave 
or the change of the summer cloud: nor 


did her cheeks (I will not speak of her 
nose) exhibit those rosy tints that dwell 


-on the brow of the evening or play on the 


gilded bow; no one claims for her throat 
that it was lined with fiddle strings, but 
this must be acknowledged, that her step 
bespoke energy, and be it said only for 
the sake of truth that she could round 
off regardiess of being called a hard 
swearer. The perforating punch of the 
gate-maker never did closer work on the 
yielding tin than did that dreadful 
scourge of beauty, the smallpox, when it 
set its emphatic signature on her face. 
She was horribly crosseyed, as well as 
cross-grained, but nevertheless she was 
a sharp shooter. Nothing was more com- 
mon than to see her in full pursuit of the 
stag—the huge antlers that hung around 
her cabin or upheld her trusty gun gave 
proof of her skill in gunnery—and the 
white comb drained of its honey and hung 
up for ornament testified her powers in 
bee finding. She was remarkable for her 
frequent robberies on these patterns of 
industry and piqued herself on the in- 
vention of an infallible bait for their dis- 
covery. Many can testify to her magical 
art in the mazes of cookery, being able 
to get up a pumpkin in as many forms 
as there are days in the week; she was 
extensively known and employed for her 
knowledge in the management of all kind 
of ailments, and yielded the palm to no 
one in the variety and rarity of her medi- 
caments. Her skill and knowledge took 
a wider and more profitable range, for 
it is a well known fact that she held a 
tract of land by the safe tenure of a first 
survey, which was made on the Sabbath, 
hatchet in hand. But she was most re- 
markable for her military feats. ‘She pos- 
sessed high-toned ideas of liberty—not the 
marriage knot could restrain her on that 
subject.

She, however, found game and 
bees ‘decreasing, and the country becom- 
ing old so fast—to use her own words— 
that she sold out her possessions in spite 
of the remonstrances of her husband, and 
was among the first of the pioneers who 
paved the way to the wilds of the west.’’ 
Dr. Smith’s View of the Matter. 
Rev. George G. Smith, the well known 
Georgia historian, is quoted as follows in 
reference to the story of Nancy Hart: 
‘“"There was a Nancy Hart. She was the 
wife of Ben Hart. She lived in Elbert. 
She was a character. She was doubtless 
a whig, but the story of her capturing the 
tories, of her being cross-eyed and her 
wading the Savannah river is at least in 
part to be found in The Georgia Journal 
of 1825, and was evidently a fabrication. 
It was believed by George White and 
printed in his historical collections, but 
has not sufficient support. Neither Colo- 
nel Jones nor Bishop Stevens accept it, 
and old Judge Underwood said he had 
been raised in Elbert and never heard it. 
The Harts were highly respectable peo- 
ple, and Thomas Hart Benton was the 
grandson of Thomas Hart, a brother of

AN INDEPENDENT 


ALMOST CERTAIN 


Recent Primary in Savannah Proves 
Quite Unsatisfactory. 


DEFEATED MEN ARE ACTIVE 


Before the City Executive Committee 
Letters Are Laid Asking That 
Announcement of the Re- 
sult Be Held Back 
for the Present. 


Savannah, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)— 
The political atmosphere is still muggy 
from the late primary. There is talk 
of an independent candidate to oppose 
Captain McAlpin in the election for or- 
dinary on October 24. At the meeting of 
the executive committee to declare the 
result of the primary, letters were re- 
ceived from Walter C. Hartridge and Ja-

The signers of these letters 
charge such to be the case and state 
their desire to offer evidence to prove 
their charges. The letter was received 
without discussion, no motion was made 
and the committee proceeded*to hear the 
result of the primary. The vote received 
by the candidates as returned by the 
managers was read and a motion to ad- 
journ was adopted. J. R. Anderson, who 
represented Mr. Hartridge as manager, 
yesterday was present, as also was Hart- 
ridge himself, together with Collins. They 
contended that there had been no formal 
declaration of the result of the primary 
and that there had been no motion what- 
ever by the committee to adopt the result 
as the action of the party. Mr. Ander- 
son made this point specially to A. L. 
Alexander, acting chairman, insisting that 
such declaration was necessary to make 
the result of the primary official. Mr. 
Alexander regarded the’ point lightly, 
however, and said that the reading of 
the result was sufficient. Many of the 
dissatisfied ones take an opposite view.

Founder of Homes for Fallen Women

Columbus, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)— 
Not since the big Sam Jones meeting of 
a few years ago has Columbus been 580 
stirred religiously as during the revival 
Charles N. Crittenton, the New York mil- 
lionaire, is now conducting in this city.

The churches are planning to make 
next Thursday one of the greatest days 
of the revival.

At 
night Mr. Crittenton will present his 
Florence Crittenton mission home work, 
Several thousand cards have been sent 
through the country, advertising Thursa- 
day’s services, and hundreds of visitors 
are expected. 

Mr. Crittenton is a man of unique 
personality. A millionaire, and at the 
head of one of New York's largest whole- 
sale drug houses, he prefers to spend the 
greater portion of his time preaching the 
gospel and laboring in the mission work 
So dear to his heart—that of saving fallen 
women. He has established dozens of 
Florence Crittenton homes throughout 
the country, and has been the instru- 
ment of saving many in this way. Mr. 
Crittenton is a member of the Episcopal 
church. He is not.a minister. He comes 
to Columbus without money and with- 
out cost. 

Mr. Crittenton is 67 years of age. He 
is a widower, hiS Wife having died some 
fifteen years ago. A number of years 
ago his daughter, Florence, a beautiful 
child whom he dearly beloved, was 
stricken by death. He was seized with 
strong réligious cOnhvictions and the nu- 
merous Crittenton-homes which he has 
established are built'as a memorial to his 
daughter. 

It is Mr. Crittenton’s earnestness and 
perfect sincerity that accounts for his 
success in evangelistic work. He is a 
fluent speaker and at times is quite 
graphic, but after all it is his earnestness 
that sways-his hearers. Personally he 
is a gentleman of pleasant address. Dur- 
ing his short stay here he has gained the 
sincere esteem and cemplete confidence 
of the entire city, end there has not 
been a word of adverse criticism, there 
being a@ general ap reciation of the per- 
fect sincerity of his motives. 

Mr. Crittenton is not in the least sen- 
sational, and there is nothing harsh or 
grotesque in his sermons. He confines 
himself to the gospel and night after 
night he has been delivering the strong- 
est kind of sermons on orthodox subjects 
based on pure Scripture.

Inspecter General. 


"CHOICE OFFERED COMPANY 


‘Colonel Obear Would Have Reported 
the Organization in Unfavora- 
ble Condition — La Grange 
People Have Something 
To Say.

The LaGrange Light Guards, a histori- 
t eal military organization in the annals 
of Georgia, have been disbanded and its 
members ‘onorably discharged from the 
 gtate service. An application asking for 
‘disbandment was last week filed in the 
office of the adjutant general by the com- 
‘pany. This action was taken the 
“members of the Guards immediately after 
an inspection of the company by Inspec- 
tor General William G. Obear. After the 
‘inspection General Obear informed the 
‘company officers that he would recom- 
‘mend in his report to the state military 
board that the company be. disbanded. 
‘The officers and men decided it would be 
best to forestall this report and accord- 
ingly asked to be allowed to quit the 

‘ 


by 


"gervice. 

Rehind it all is a mild sensation nm 
military circles. The LaGrange people 
‘seem to think the company was forced 
out of the service without being given 
a proper showing. Inspector General 
Obear, however, says the company was 
given its choice of disbanding or stand- 
‘ing his recommendation. General Obear 
says the company had simply gone to 
pieces and did not come up to the re- 
quirements of the service, 


An Old Organization. 

The Light Guards is one of the oldest 
companies in the state. It was organized 
Jong before the war and served through 
that conflict with distinction. The 
fathers and grandfathers of many of the 
members who have just been discharged 
were members in their day of the same 
company. 

There was some trouble last year upon 
the annual inspection and the company 
has since been on probation, says In- 
spector General Obear. This year they 
evidently didn't care to make the fight 
for existence. The order disbanding the 
company has been issued by the adjutant 
general and the company is now practi- 
cally disbanded, though the papers have 
not yet reached Governor Candler, whose 
approval is necessary. The doing away 
with the company leaves Troup county 
without any military company at all. 

It is more than probable that other 
companies will soon be disbanded or put 
on probation. Inspector General Obear 
has not yet quite finished his tour of 
Inspection. He sums up the condition of 
the Georgia state troops so far reviewed 
as “good, bad and indifferent.’’ He adds 
that they all average up very well, but 
the “bad and indifferent’’ suggests that 
other companies had better watch out. 
He refuses to state whether or not there 
will be any recommendations for the 
disbandment of other companies in his 
report, which is to be made in the next 
few weeks, but his statements of the con- 
dition of the troops would lead one to 
suppose that there are some companies 
no longer In condition to be continued in 
the state service.:— w3 .

[JUNGLE AND CAGE-BRED ANIMALS: 
A TALK WITH MANAGER P. J. MUNDY 


P. J. Mundy, manager and sole owner 
of the Hagenbeck trained wild animal 
show, which is one of the principal fea- 
tures of the Midway at the Intefstate 
fair, is probably the best known animal 
trainer in the world. 

In the seventeen years he has devoted 
to the business Mr. Mundy has had a 
vast amount of experience with animals 
in captivity and at large in the jungles 
in capturing, subjugating and training 
them. He claims that the idea so com- 
mon that animals bred in captivity can 
be handled easier and with more. safety 
than those bred in the jungle is entirely 
wrong. 

“Animals bred in the jungle,” said Mr. 
Mundy, “and not having their temper 
spoiled by teasing and caressing by their 
trainers and the public while young are a 
great deal easier to handle. While pos- 
sibly there may be more danger in enter- 
ing the cage the first two or three times 
with forest bred animals ,once the ant- 
mals have learned that you do not intend 
to injure them, they will more readily at- 
tempt to perform or do what you are try- 
ing to make them do, such as to sit on 
pedestals, jump over barriers. and like 
things. 

“One of the hardest tricks to get an 
animal to perform is that of jumping 
through a hoop of fire, as done by our 
two lionesses, Cora and Julia. The flash 
of fire seems to have a peculiar terroriz- 
ing effect upon them. That is why a man 
is a great deal safer in the cage with a 
gun loaded with blank cartridges than he 
would be with bullets. Fire and water 
are trainers’ best friends.’’ 

To illustrate the fear of animals for 
water Manager Mundy told of an experi- 
ence in Clarksville, Tenn., two weeks ago, 
at which time his show was open there. 
The fire department of the town, or a por- 
tion of it, was called upon to quell the 
wrath of Prince, the’ magnificent Nubian 
lion who had suddenly taken an aversion 
to his trainer and the other male lion, 
Orpheus. 

Experience in Guatemala. 

Mr. Mundy was telling yesterday of a 
thrilling experience he had at one time 
in Guatemala, when there alone for the 
purpose of taking into captivity some 
jaguars. 

“About five years ago,’ he said, “I 
heard that there were several jaguars 
to be gotten in Guatemala, Central 
Americi. Being in need of some speci- 
méns and the show wintering in New Or- 
leans, I thought it would be a good time 
to run down and get them. 

“I took a steamer from New Orleans to 
Belize, left the steamer there and started 
overland to the Guatemalean frontier. 
Stopping for a few days at Monkey river 
and not finding what I wanted, I kept on 
until I got to Puerto Barrios, where there 
was a railroad being built. The railroad 
was completed for about 60 miles into the 
interior, as far as Los Amitas, and from 
there I had to hire mules to continue 
further. I was the only one in the party 
of scouts, trappers and guides that could 
talk English and, my Spanish being very 
limited, conversation . was carried on 
mainly by signs until we got to El Puente, 
which, in Spanish, means the bridge. 
Here I hired an interpreter who had been 
for several years prospecting in the 
mountains. He informed me that there 
were several jaguars in the immediate 
neighborhood, so, hiring a shack, which 
is merely a house built of slight poles and 
covered with monaca leaves, which leaves 
by the way, are from 18 to 20 feet long 
and from 6 to 8 feet broad, we settled 
down and made our arrangements for 
getting the jaguars into captivity. 

“The first thing to do was to hire a lot 
of peons. We paid them one rael y media 
(about 18%. cents in Spanish money, mak- 
ing about 9 cents in American money) per 
day. The second night I was informed 
that a jaguar had been seen but a little 
way up the river Montagua in a patch of 
woods very close to the steep mountain 
side. Without waiting for supper we all 
started off and I had the men completely 
surround the patch of woods. Some of the 


them all together and thought it would 
be best to promise them a series of 
prizes, such as a dollar for the man who 
first sighted a jaguar and $5 to the men 
who would tree him, or $10 to the men 
who would first encircle him with a net, 
of which we had a number with us. These 
nets were aly of native manufacture, 
made of a kind of grass closely resem- 
bling when finished our manila rope, 
equally as strong, but not quite so even. 


Native Courage. 

‘We began advancing slowly, the na- 
tives sdtting up an infernal din, shout- 
ing the mgst unintelligible sounds from 
one to the other. By this means they 
seemed to keep up their courage. 

‘“‘All at once three or four of the men 
directly in front of me dropped their nets 
and took to their heels, while just be- 
hind and seeming to jump 4 feet at every 
leap, was the most magnificent specimen 
of the jaguar I have ever seen. Aimost 
paralyzed myself with the suddenness, 
my gun seemed to go off of its own ac- 
cord, and, while greatly startled, I seemed 
to realize that I had to be quick or I 
would lose not only the jaguar, but that 
some of us would also lose our lives. Re- 
versing the gun quickly and holding it 
with the barrel in my hands, I made a 
lunge to try and knock the jaguar down,

but missed him. The force with which 
I struck was great enough to throw me 
on my face, and thereby undoubtedly 
saved my life, for the spring of the jag- 
uar carried him directly over me, and 
had I been standing where I was the 
moment before, he undoubtedly would 
have struck me full in the breast. 

“I was up in a moment, but In the 
thick woods the jaguar was already out of 
sight. Following his tracks as near as 
possible, in a moment I heard a terrible 
uproar. The jaguar, it seems, in passing 
me had sprung directly to where the 
ponies were lastoed. eeing them: and 
still furious at the attack made on him, he 
sprang upon a magnificent little pony 
which I had been riding myself and for 
which I had a great affgztion. The pony, 
being crazed with teif‘or and with pain, 
broke his lariat by which he had been 
tethered and Qime galloping back direct- 
ly in my direction, with the jaguar cling- 
ing to his shoulder. élawing and biting 
for all he was. worth. 

‘“T shouted to the pony, which I had 
named Chiquita, but he paid no attention 
whatever to my volce. Just after he 
had passed me he ran headlong into a 
thickly, ‘intrlaced clump of vines that 
seem to literally throttle many of the 
trees, which are mostly mahogany and 
rosewood timber and by doing so got 
 jataate himself, but the jaguar was torn 
oO 


“By this time, tyere were fully a hun- 
dred of our men in full cry, none of them 
over’ a hundred yards away from me. 
Fortunately, among them my interpreter, 
Don Pedro. To fme he said: ‘Mr. Mun- 
dy, wait, wait. Me got him now, sure.’ 

“It appeared that the pony, after get- 
ting on his feet, had made direct for 
the river. The jaguar, although stounned 
for the moment, was up and after the 
horse and this time lit square on his back. 

“By this time the pony was just at the 
edge of the water and with a bound 
jumped into the river and started to 
swim across. In the middle of the river 
there was a small island, but just as he 
reached the shore the jaguar had done 
his deadly work, and the horse fell dead 
on the shore of the island. 

“The jaguar, like all other cat animals, 
is afraid of water, and so it was an im- 
possibility for him to escape. The question 
now was how to capture him. My guide 
wanted to dig a pit, but [ thougnt I 
knew a better way, so getting some ca- 
noes together we all got in and made for 
the island. which was abort 1 feet wide 
and possibly 250 or 300 feet long. 

“The jaguar left us’ we a,yproached, 
and went to the farthest edge of the 
island. I then had some of the men go 
down the river about half a mile to where 
they were building a bridge and have the 
carpenters build me a solid box about 6 
feet long, 3 feet wide and 3 feet high, 
which they completed in about an hour 
and brought it back to where we were 
waiting. This box was built with ’a 
door on each end to lift up like a sliding 
door. Leaving one of the doors up, hold- 
ing it by a slight stick so that all I had 
to do was to knock the stick out for the 
door to fall,;nolding anything that might 
be inside, as the box was built strong 
enough to hold an elephant. Th#R we 
cut a large quantity of the flesh from 
the dead pony and baited the trap. Then, 
sending one of the men out in the ca- 
noe with a piece of string attached to the 
stick holding up the trap, with orders to 
pull it when I gave the signal, we com- 
menced our operations as we had done. 
Getting into the canoes they all went to 
the other end of the island, I staying in 
a canoe close to the trap to watch the 
result of the strategy. The peons all 
getting ashore at the other extreme of 
the island, began gradually beating down 
toward the end where the trap was set. 

“T had but a few moments to wait, for, 
as I have said,-the island not being very 
thickly wooded, I could see nearly one- 
half of it. Soon I saw Mr. Jaguar skulk- 
ing around the edge of the timber. The 
men were getting nearer and nearer, 
when, all at once, the jaguar made a dash 
for my end of the island. He seemed to 
see the trap, and made for it as the only 
place where he could get out of sight. 

“In less time than I can tell it, the 
jaguar was inside, the trap was sprung 
and I had obtained a magnificent speci- 
men, which I was absolutely assured was 
a forest-bred animal. 

“IT arrived at New Orleans after a three- 
weeks’ trip at a total expense of less 
than $400, showed the animal in New 
Orleans all of that winter and later sold 
him to the Zoological Society of London 
for $1,500, where he is now on exhibition.”’

SHOTS AT NEGRO 


Mrs. B. M. Mausby Puts to Flight Im-. 
pudent Intruder, 


NEGRO WAS PROBABLY HIT 


Lady Was Alone and Negro Refused 
to Leave Her Yard—Police Are 
After the Negro—Plucky 
Woman With Lots of 
Nerve. 


A brave woman with a pistol took care 
of herself Saturday night without wait- 
ifig for the police to go to hef assistance. 
She fired five shots at an impudent ne- 
gro who would not leave her premises 
when ordered to do so, and it is believed 
that one of her shots took effect. 

The woman is Mrs. B. M. Mausby, of 
126 Alexander street, at the corner of 
Lovejoy. 

A few days ago Mrs. Mausby had oc- 
ecasion to discharge a worthless negro 
girl who had been employed as cook 
and house servant. The girl was impu- 
dent and threatened to give Mrs. Maus- 


by trouble. 

Saturday night about 9 o’clock a ne- 
gro man, who claimed to be a friend of 
the discharged girl, went to Mrs. Maus- 
by’s residence ostensibly to “investigate 
the affair.”” He evidently knew that Mr. 
Mausby was not at home, for from the 
first he acted in a most impudent man- 
ner. Mrs. Mausby tried to explain the 
case quietly, but seeing that the negro 
had come there to raise a disturbance, 
she ordered him away. The man refused 
to go and his manner became still more 
impudent and aggressive. 

Mrs. Mausby went into the house, se- 
cured her husband's pistol and returned 
to the porch, where the negro was still 
standing. Once more she ordered him 
away, and when he told her flatly he did 
not intend to budge a foot until he got 
ready, she raised the weapon and fired 
at him.

Nothing indicates more strikingly At- 
lanta’s wonderful growth in commercial 
activity and importance than the phe- 
nomenal increase in her local Western 
Union telegraph service.

The historv of the local Western Union 
branch in its gradual evolution from a 
country station .to the most important 
southern headquarters is the history of 
Atlanta’s steady growth and progress 
and prosperity. 

From Dr. E. P. Murray, the present 
manager, during whose able management 
much of this progress has taken place, 
some interesting reminiscences of At- 
lanta’s history, as seen in her telegraph 
business, have_been obtained. 

According to Dr. Murray, who has been 
in the company for thirty-five years and 
in the Atlanta office for twenty-four 
years, occupying every position in the 
office, some of the facts in this feature 
of Atlanta’s growth are as follows: 

“About the year 1865, just after Atlanta 
was Marthasville and when she had less 
than 25,000 inhabitants, the Western 
Union office was in the northwest corner 
of Decatur and Pryor streets. One opera- 
tor constituted the force. A year later it 
moved to the corner of ama and 
Pryor streets, recently occupied by the 
Block Manufacturing Company. Still 
working with one operator—Ephraim 
Martin was manager, operator and man 
of all work—this site burned and fthe 
office moved to Marietta and Broad 
streets, where the Fitten building now 


stands. There another operator, Ed Hen- 
derson, was added to the force. A little

It was about this time that J. C. Gregg

sitated additional operators and wire fa- 
cilities. 

“In quick succession the managership 
changed from Henderson to Gregg, from 
Gregg to Charley Beardsley, from Beards- 
ley to J. Herrick. During the occupancy 
of this office J. M. Stephens, Philo Hol- 
combe and Mr. Ralston came into the 
telegraph world of Atlanta. 

“It was at this time that the first Kim- 
ball house was built. The Western Union 
office went into this new hotel building 
on the Wall street side about 1876. Ad- 
ditional wires, instruments and battery 
became necessary. In this office R. H. 
Alston, Oliver Camp and P. E. Murray 
were added to the force, making it then 
consist of manager and five operators, 
Mr. Ralston having left che city. 

“Tt was in the Kimball house that 
steam heat was first introduced into At- 
lanta. To the popping of the radiators 
R. H. Alston attributes many of his gray 
hairs, for he had been taught to believe 
that steam ‘do bust.’ 

“These quarters becoming too smal for 
the increasing demands of a booming city, 
more spacious offices were sought at the 
corner of Wall and Loyd streets in the 
Pittman building, whose wholé first floor 
was occupied, the basement also being 
used for a battery room. 

“At this period there was the strongest 
demonstration’ of the fast hold Atlanta 
was then gaining on the commercial 
world, The operating force at that time, 
about 1880, was increased fifteen to twenty 
men and J. M. Stephens was appointed 
manager; Philo Holcombe, day chief 
operator, and P. E. Murray, night man- 
ager. ’ 

“A traffic chief became necessary to 
handle the increased. business. Individual 
firms which had been doing from $10 to 
$15 worth of business increased to $100 per 
month. Traveling men managed to make 
Atlanta their stop-over point in order to 
enjoy the luxury of the new and far- 
famed Kimball house. Until this time Au- 
gusta, Macon and Charleston reaped this 
revenue. 

“Tt was in this office that the first Polar 
duplex instruments ever operated in the 
south were set up; also the first quadru- 
plex and what is known as the first Eng- 
lish Wheatstone. Atlanta at this period 
became automatic repeater station be- 
tween New York and New Orleans, thus 
showing the great advantage of her geo- 
graphical position. 

“In 1885 or 1886, in order to secure more 
room, another move was made. The en- 
tire third floor of The Constitution build- 
ing was obtained for operating room and 
battery and half of the ground floor for 
business offices. The gravity battery was 
then in use, requiring 2,500 square feet of 
floor space with battery stands 10 feet 
high to accommodate the 11,00 gravity 
cells. 

“From this time Atlanta has been on a 
steady boom—if continuous progress can 
be so designated—and the Western 
Union has monthly and yearly increased 
its wire facilities and operating force to

The southern 
business was at that time relayed at 
Montgomery, the western at Nashville, 
the eastern at Augusta and later at 
Washington, D. C. 

“Today Atlanta has eight direct wires 
to New York, eight with New Orleans, 
eight to Richmond, Va., two to St. Louts, 
four to Cincinnati, two to Memphis, four

Nor does it Include the spectal 
wires and operators in the three cotton 
and stock exchanges, race track opera- 
tors, etc. 

All of this attests Atlanta’s progress, 
which it stimulates as well as indicates. 
Every dollar taken in by the Western 
Union company in Atlanta is paid out 
here in running expenses and to local 
employees, owing to the fact that this 
is a large relay point, handling enormous 
business of neighboring sections for which 
local operators and clerks are employed. 

Few persons in Atlanta realize the 
magnitude and tmportance of the. cal 
main office, with its switchboard 18 feet 
long and ten feet high, its storage bat- 
tery switchboard of almost equal size with 
its network of carefully insulated wires;

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Building Up Waste Places. 
“The story of the Cobb county poul- 
try farm, and the immense demand 
for its products, already told in The 
Constitution, suggests that the field 
is wide in Georgia for the thrifty new- 
comer seeking a home. 

In several states of the south there 
have been initia] settlements of white 
people. We have the Fitzgerald col- 
ony in Irwin county, the German col- 
omy ig Alabama, several successful 
colonies of foreigners in Mississippi, 
and scattering locations elsewhere. 
One of the ablest foreign colonies in 
the south is that in the neighborhood 
of Walhalla, S. C., one of the most fa- 
vored spots in that state. There is 
now an effort to extend the colony 
business so that the waste places of 
the south may be filled. The Savan- 
nah News looks upon the movement 
with great favor, but says: 

Immigrants, however, don't care to seek 
homes where a large section of the popu- 
lation is composed of negroes. They seem 
to think that if they are poor, and have 
to work in the fields, their social position 
there will be little, if any, better than 
that of the negroes. Of course they are 
In every southern 
state now a very large part of the work 
on the farms is performed by white peo- 
ple. It has been said, and doubtless truth- 
fully, that more than half the cotton 
crop is made by white labor. It is certain 
that in Texas the number of negro la- 
borers in some of the counties is com- 
paratively small. 

Atfiong the best immigrants comire to 
this country now are those from Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden and the German 
empire. As a rule they seek homes in 
the country. The, are thrifty. and it 
does not take a family of them long to 
open a productive farm on a prairie or in 
the forest. They would take our pine 
lands and make fine farms out of them. 
Nothing could happen to Georgia that 
wceculd contribute more to her growth and 


7 _. prosperity than for 50,000 or 100,000 of these 


People to settle within her limits during 
the next two or three years. 


- The Constitution desires to indorse 
— the experience of The News, that as 
_ white labor presses in colored labor 
retreats, so that there should be no 
fedr of enforced association with the 
blacks. In sections where the whites 
constitute the rich class, having no 
middle class with which the immi- 
grant can associate, the lines are not 
drawn between personal holdings, but 
on racial division, so that the whites 
stand together. Then again it is a 
mistake for strangers to think that 
the negro is to be met with all over 
the south. North Georgia, for in- 
stance, is as white as Illinois, while 
there are large sections even in south 
Georgia where the negro is not pres- 
ent. 

This being the case, there is no rea- 
gon why a good class of immigrants 
should not be attracted this way. We 
have not only the choice vacant lands, 
but the assured market for all prod- 
uets raised. It will become the prov- 
ince of our large railroad lines to give 
effect to this work, as by it they will 
but build up their own resources.

Is the Reciprocity To Be Sectional? 

Is reciprocity—the brand favored 
by Speaker Henderson, The New York 
Press and the stalwart republicans— 
to be a sectional affair, in which the 
south is to be the sufferer 

There can be no doubt of the 
strength of economic issues upon 
which to divide a people. Belleving 
the doctrine of protection to have 
been the cause of prosperity in the 
north, it is undeniable that there .are 
many business men in the south dis- 
posed to join in for a share in the na- 
tional division, even at the expense 
of becoming attached to the repubil- 
can party. That the leaders of re- 
publicanism appreciate this is shown 
by their studied effort to make an 
impression on the south. They are 
cajoling such democrats as are will- 
ing to listen to their overtures, and 
fearing to harp too much on the word 
protection—it has an unsavory odor-—- 
they align themselves with democrats 
who prefer “business interests’ to 
political theories. Hence there is a 
sort of fraternizing in which the south- 
ern man is playing the part of the 
ruralist in town. He is being shown 
all the sights, and it is no wonder 
that he begins to feel as if he is a 
leader in the business himself. ‘ But— 
are not our enthusiastic friends likely 
to be taken in? Even if protection 
has helped the north, what assurance 
have we that having enriched the 
north it will be permitted to stand 
long enough to enrich the south? 

The cry just now is reciprocity, 
which is not protection to all inter- 
ests, but a selection of favored inter- 
ests to be protected at the expense 
of others. With such a game in oper- 
ation, where do our republican con- 


'verts in the south suppose that we 


will stand? When it comes to trading 
off some American interest in ex- 
change for something abroad, will the 
special interest of Pennsylvania be 
preferred to that of Georgia? The 
Louisiana Sugar Planters’ Associa- 
lion has scented the danger in the 
proposed Cuban arrangement, which 
may be taken as an illustration of the 
whole subject. Cuba needs machin- 
ery, the raw material and the work- 
manship of which is domiciled in 
Pennsylvania. Cuba’s most prominent 
export is sugar. Will Cuban sugar be 
admitted into the United States free 
in reciprocity for the importation in 
to that island of Pennsylvania’s ma- 
chinery? If so, what will become of 
the cane sugar business of Louisiana, 
Georgia and Florida? Are the cane 
growers of this section to be sacri- 
ficed for the advantage of the novel- 
ty makers of Connecticut? In this 
case we would not have the aid of the 
sugar trust, which would be concerned 
in the development of Cuban sugar to 
the neglect of our own immense cane 
area. 

The abandonment of the south’s 
sugar making prospects is not the on- 
ly danger to be feared. Southern cot- 
ton would have to suffer in order that 
Ohio wool might be protected. It 
would not be long until we should find 
ourselves even in a worse position 
than we were under the Dingley tariff, 
with every southern industry discrim- 
inated against jor the benefit of some 
corresponding industry’ in the north. 
Where, then, would the commercial 
democrat be? Would he not feel that 
he had had his labor for his pains? 
The lion and the lamb would indeed 
be at peace, but the lamb would have 
become the food for the royal beast. 

We can understand the zeal of some 
of our prominent men to be recognized 
in public affairs. It is hard to be shut 
out of the mansion indefinitely, and 
when the door is placed slightly ajar, 
there is a disposition to shoulder in. 
The president’s kindly reccgnition, in 
his effort to be. president’ of 
the whole United States, has 
been misinterpreted The _—ipres- 
ident is first of all a republican, 
and we all know what republicanism 
stands for. He may have a disposi- 
tion to change the current of his par- 
ty, and as the contest is uneven, it 
would be better to await the result. 
We certainly do not want the republi- 
canism of the past, and whether Pres- 
ident Roosevelt can succeed in chang- 
ing the spots of the leopard remains 
to be seen. Whether, even in the 
event of his success, he conld present 
a brand of republicanism that would 
be acceptable, is a problem past an- 
ticipation 

The best thing for our restless poll- 
ticians to do is to await events. We 
know what republicanism is, so far, 
and we are sure we can want none 
of it.

Across Behring Strait. 

Since the Trans-Siberian railway 
was first projected it has been the 
dream of American enterprise to 
bridge the water of Behring. strait for 
the purpose of connecting with’ the 
gigantic system and thus securing an 
overland route through Asia into Eu- 
rope. : 
This dream is now rapidly approach- 
ing the border land of fulfillment. 
Several days ago, in the state of 
Washington, the Trans-Alaskan Rail- 
way Company was organized and in- 
corporated, with a capital stock of 
$50,000,000, the aim of the projectors 
being to construct a railway line 
through Alaska to connect with the 
Trans-Siberian system by means of a 
steam ferry service across Behring 
strait. In discussing the matter, some 
of the New York papers. are disposed 
to be skeptical in regard to the feasi- 


bility of the scheme and they predict 


that conservative capitalists in the 
east will be rather slow to make sub. 


| scriptions to this stupendous enter-

prise. Perhaps eastern capitalists wil! 
not be asked to make subscriptions. 
Judging from what the west has ac- 
complished of late years without the 
aid of eastern capital, it appears that 
she is fully abie to take care of her- 
self and to float her own schemes. 

So far as we ourselves are concern- 
ed, we see nothing far-fetched or 
visionary in the project to establish 
an overland route from this country to 
Europe through the back door of Asia, 
and we confidently expect to see it 
brought about.

Skill in Labor. 

Cheap labor is never to be taken as 

an advantage in the field of manufac- 
ture, as is evidenced by the relative 
work done in Japan and other coun- 
tries. . 
In the south, for instance, a 10,000- 
spindle mill can be operated by 200 
employees, all-told, whereas in Japan 
it requires 1,000 to do the same work. 
The same percentage follows . after 
the work is done and applies to the 
relative waste of material and ill- 
usage of machinery. From this it will 
be seen that skill counts for more than 
cheap labor, and that the difference in 
wages paid is but a sliding scale of 
competence for work. Strong as is 
this showing for the superior work- 
manship of the south, we must recol- 
lect that even our labor has not been 
graded up to the highest standard, and 
that the disproportion between Amer- 
ican and Jap will be still further wid- 
ened. 

The native of Japan, quick and ver- 
satile, is but an imitator at best, while 
we have in America the population of 
highest inventive and creative skill. 
Therefore the erection of cotton mills 
in Japan and China should be no,cause 
of discouragement, because we have 
here not only the cotton in the field, 
but the laborer now equal in skill to 
five persons in either country named, 
with the possibility of being made 
equal to ten.

TO MEET THE DEFICIENCY

May Be Necessary to Cut Down Sev- 
eral of the Appropriations That 
Were Made Last Year for 
1902—Soldiers’ Home 
Wants $20,000. 


tt is expected, among other things, 
Governor Candler will recommend in his 
fertheoming message to the legislature, 
that all pensions paid by the state be put 
on an indigent basis. 

This is not the first time this matter 
has come forward for consideration, but 
the fact that it will probably be a fea- 
ture of the governor's message, and the 
necessity for retrenchment in the state's 
fnances wherever possible, give it added 
importance at this time. 

It is considered that this step and a re- 
duction of expenses along other lines will 
be necessary in order to get rid of the de- 
ficiency of $157,000 in the treasury which 
exists in spite of an increased rate of 
taxation over last year, on a much larger 
property valuation. 

The great point that has been raised 
against this step has been the fact that 
it would require the old soldier to declare 
himself a pauper before he could become 
a pensioner. As a matter of fact, it is 
stated that is the case today with more 
than 5,000 of those who are on the pension 
rolis. Each indigent soldier who draws 
a $60 pension has to make affidavit that 
he has no means of support. The only 
effect that such a law as is proposed 
would have, it is stated, would be to lop 
off from the pénsion rolls those among 
the disabled soldiers who do not need 
pensions, for there are many whose in- 
come is such as to enable them to live in 
comparative luxury, yet they are still 
drawing from $50 to $150 from the state. 

It is estimated that pensions will cost 
the state during the coming year $825,000, 
or $130,000 more than last year. 

The reduction in the total under an in- 
digent law would probably be more than 
$100,000, eliminating only those pensioners 
who do not need the state’s bounty. The 
matter will be brought before the legisla- 
ture in the governor's message, and 
doubtless it will be given extensive con- 
sideration. 

The Soldiers’ Home. 

President W. L. Calhoun, of the Sol- 
diers’ home trustees, has completed his 
report and will send it to the governor 
this week. It incorporates the resolution 
passed by the trustees at their last meet- 
ing urging the legislature to appropriate 
$20,000 this vear for the support and 
maintenance of the home. This is $5,000 
more than was appropriated last year, 
and in the estimates already made of 

. what the legislature will have to appro- 
priate, only $15,000 was allowed for this 
purpose. 

It is understood that the idea is to get 
a larger appropriation this year, with a 
sort of an elastic clause connected with it 
so that any surplus may be diverted to 
the fund for rebuilding the home. It is 
thought, if this is done, it will allow $3,000 
to $4,000 to add .o the building fund. 

The governor will recommend to the 
legislature that the $19,500 insurance on 
the home be at once appropriated for the 
Purpose of rebuilding it.

Should the legislature see fit to 
appropriate $20,000 instead of $15,000, it 
is more than likely that the governor will 
let it stand. Of course it is not tonsider- 
ed there is any doubt about the legisla- 
ture’s appropriating the insurance money 
for rebuilding the home without delay. 

Money for the Military. 

The legislature will have to appropriate 
at least $20,000 this year for the support 
of the military organizations of the state. 
There have been constant drafts on the 
military fund, and the money in hand for 
that purpose is exhausted. The ex- 
Penses of these state troops for the last 
two years have been paid out of the 
funds recovered from the federal govern- 
ment on account of expenditures made by 
the state in organizing the three regi- 
ments and two batteries of artillery that 
Seryed in the war with Spain. Governor 
Candler succeeded in recovering from the 
sovernment all but $1,200, or a total of 
about $29,000. The war department re- 
fused to pay the $1,20 because it was 
Claimed the proper uchers were not 
presented and for obbet reasons. The 
money thus recovered has been expended 
for the support of the troops, and is now 
exhausted. As it is necessary to keep up 
the military establishment, the legislature 
must see to it at this session that the 
se Wart he funds are forthcoming.

Must Cut Down Somewhere. 

There are several other tions 
like the foregoing that will have to be 
made, all of which is net encouraging 
when it comes to wiping out the defi- 
clency. Governor Candler, it is said, will 
include in his m a pretty warm 
section on this subject. He will probably 
insist on the eutting down of certain of 
the appropriations made at tae last ses- 
Sion for the year 1902. The situation 
might be remedied by the cutting off of a 
little here and there from such appropria- 
tions as can best stand it, and this is 
probably what the governor will agk the 
legislature to do. 

The only other way in which thé situa- 
tion can be met is by an increase in the 
tax rate. To this Governor Candler will 
hot consent. He has stated on several 
occasions that he would veto any meas- 
ure looking to an Increage in the tax rate, 
so the only way it could go through 
would be by a two-thirds vote of the 
degislature. 

If the deficiency is to be removed, there- 
fore, the only way to do it, ag it appears, 
is to lop off some of the appropriations 
tnat have been made, and to go slow 
about making othérs. This seems to be 
the most popular horn of the dilemma. 
The question is one which, it is said, will 
demand long and earnest consideration. 


THE PASSING THRONG 


“If you want to get next to some of 
the modern inconveniences of living, move 
to New York.” 

The speaker was an Atlantan who has 
just returned from the gay metropolis 
after spending some time there enjoy- 
ing the sights in the company of some 
Atlanta friends who are now making their 
homes in the big city. Thé few uninitiat- 
ed listeners gathered closer, wondering 
what could be the inconvenience of living 
in a.city which boasts every modern im- 
provement from a “whig-cart” to an ab- 
solute check on street car conductors, de- 
livered at your door without extra 
charg. 

“IT had an opportunity of making some 
observations upon the experiences of 
those Atlanta boys that made me feol 
glad I live in the south—in Atlanta— 
where you don’t have to move every six 
months, and if you haven't got car fare 
you can walk down te business. You 
know all these Atlanta fellows and I am 
not going to mention any names. 

“Well, I was there about October 1, and 
I went out with three or four of the boys 
to help them find a flat for the ensuing 
term. They say nearly everybody in New 
York moves on the Ist of Ogtober, and 
from the manner in which furniture vans 
had congested traffic, I judged the state- 
ment was about correct. They told me 
they had been on a still hunt for a 
flat for two or three weeks without re- 
Sults—and though they had tnspected a 
hundred or more they were stil] at it 
when I left. The morning I went with 
them they looked at about a dozen apart- 
ments, beginning with one down in Seven- 
teenth street. The apartments in this 
house were built for two and would have 
answered very well for that purpose if the 
occupants hac&taken it by turns. It was 
cne of those closely fitting apartments in 
which cne of the boys said it was abso- 
lutely necessary to use a fclding tooth 
brush and condensed milk. After climb- 
ing six filghts of stairs, single file, and 
seeing what they were up against, they 
decided that they could not stand it. even 
at the extremely low price of $25 per 
apartment per month without service or 
lights. 

We looked at two or three more and fin- 
ally were carried up by elevator to a good 
thing in the seventh story. An interest- 
ing feature about life in New York nats 
is that the higher up you go the more 
you pay. It’s the fresh air that’s so val- 
uable. Well, the boys were pleased with 
this apartment even at $1,100 per year as 
it was roomy enough for at least three 
and perhaps for four—and then they liked 
the view. 

“*That’s a g@reat view from that win- 
dow,’ Jim said. 

** *Yes,’ sald Bob ‘it’s al) right!’ 

“I locked out on some sky-sctapers, 
such as are seen all over New York. ‘I 
fall to see the advantage,’ I said. 

“ "The backyard, man" they cried. in a 
chorus of surprise at my manifest igno- 
rance. 

“"*To be sure,’ TJ said, ‘I had over- 
looked it,’ and I gazed down on a 4 by 10 
court containing an eucalyptus tree, a 
chicken-cs0p and a washtub. T thought 
of the spreading lawns and the grass and 
the trees at home and surreptitiously con- 
sulted my time table. 

“Well, the boys did a little arithmetic 
on that $1,100 proposition and finally. con- 
cluding that the expense was too great. 
they reluctantly put behind them the 
temptation of that magnificent view, and 
wandered out in search of something less 
pretentious.

A Drunken Negro Woman Creates a 
i 4 Panic. 


USED THE VILEST LANGUAGE 


Ladies Heard Her on the Streets and 
They Had to Stop Up Their 
Ears. 


A drunken, infuriated negro woman cre- 
ated a panic on a Rapid Transit car com- 
ing from the river yesterday evening 
about 6 o'clock. Her conduct was such 
that the ladies had to leave the car and 
very few men could stand her profane ut- 
terances. 

The woman was Kate Stenson. She 
went to the river and became intoxicated, 
and when she boarded a car to return 
to the city, the conductor had to take her 
in charge. This made a perfect demon 
of her and she began a tirade of vile epi- 
thets, as vile as human lips could utter. 
The ladies on the car had to get off long 
before reaching their destination. 

The conductor held to his prisoner and 
brought ther on to the city. A passenger 
volunteered to telephone to the police bar- 
racks and Call Officer Tibbs met the car 
as soon as it arrived. 

While being placed in the patrol wagon 
the woman kept up her blasphemy and 
vulgarity. Ladies passing on the street 
had to stop their ears and run away frorn 
her horrible execrations and vile lan- 
guage. 

Officer Tibbs tried to stop the woman by 
placing his hand over her mouth, and she 
turned and fought like a tigress. 

The woman will be tried by the recorder 
this afternoon. The recorder has always 
been severe in his punishment of cases in 
which ladies were insulted on trolley cars. 

Just such a case as that of Kate Sten- 
son has not been handled by -the police in 
a long while. 


SACRED HEART. 


At the Sacred Heart church at 11 o’clock 
the Rev. George S. Rapier sang high 
mass. The altars were beautifully deco- 
rated, palms and cut flowers blending 
with numerous lights 

Father Gunn preached his sermon on 
‘The Gospel of the Day,’ bringing out the 
point that God invariably acts through 
secondary or instrumental causes, both 
in the natural and supernatural order. 

“In the natural order we are to have 
recourse to natural remedies to obtain 
natural results. To appeal to God and 
to neglect the ordinary and natural 
means is presumption, since God invaria- 
bly helps those who help themselves. 

“In the supernatural order this is still 
more striking. God could do all direct- 
ly and immediately. He could speak His 
wish to each human soul, but he does 
not. He could heal the wounds of sin 
and sorrow, but as of old, He says, ‘Go 
show yourself to the priests.’ He could 
forgive original sin without baptism and 
actual sin without penance, but He does 
not. It is His will and to it we must 
submit. 

“The two real supernatural agencies 
sanctioned by heaven are prayer and the 
sacraments. If we want supernatural 
results we must use these supernatural 
instrumental causes. 

“The argument pursued in the sermon 
was to the effect that both in the natural 
and in the supernatural order we must 
fall in with God's law of using secondary 
instrumental agencies to obtain results 
desired.”’ 

In the evening at 7:30 a crowded church 
greeted Father Gunn’s first sermon on 
the ‘“‘Catholic Church the Remedy.” 

“The purpose of these Sunday even- 
ing lectures,’ said Father Gunn, “‘is to 
present Catholic doctrine and Catholic 
practices in their proper light. They are 
misunderstood or misrepresented and 
consequently rejected. When known as 
they are they appeal to the unbiased 
seeker after truth. The Catholic church 
pleads for recognition and acceptance by 
the American people. First, because out- 
side Catholicity Christianity seems to 
be weakening, and because there is a 
world wide felt unrest which Catholicity 
alene seems to satisfy. 

“There are dangers surrounding this 
vigorous young republic. The Independent 
tellsus that out of our 75,000,000 people only 
23,000,000 profess to belong to any Chris- 
tian denomination. Ministers are con- 
stantly complaining of empty churches, 
although outside the Catholic church 
there are 156 different Christian aggre- 
gations calling themselves the Church of 
Christ. This disunion and jarring dis- 
cord tend to discredit and weaken Chris- 
tianity and drag it into contempt. 

“There is another danger to Christian- 
ity—the ever increasing emptiness of our 
churches, the revolt of many ministers 
against the authority of the Bible, the 
rejection by many of them of the divin- 
ity of Christ. 

“There is another danger which we 
have to face—the attitude of the Ameri- 
can people and the bulk of the Chris- 
tian churches on the question of mar- 
riage and divorce. Is the present con- 
dition of things satisfactory? If so, we 
are satisfied that we head the divorce 
list of the world. Mulhall, in his diction- 
ary of statistics, tells us that ‘the actual 
number of divorces granted in the twen- 
ty years that preceded 1886 was in the 
United States 328,716, while in the same 
period throughout the entire coritinent 
of Europe there were but 25,800. The pop- 
ulation of Europe was then 350,000,000, 
while ours was a 
That is to say, Europe had seven times 
as many people as we, but we distanced 
it by nearly 100,000 divorces. Does this 
show that Christianity is growing more 
vigorous or stronger in our midst? And 
yet we send missionaries to convert the 
ignorant and benighted Catholics of Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines! 

“It is in view of this appalling con- 
dition of things that we ask you to 
turn your thoughts and ‘direct your 
studies to that old church that claims’ 
to be the remedy of these social evils, 
and at the same time offers the means 
of salvation to the individual and the 
family and protection and prosperity to 
the state.”’

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The services at First Methodist yes- 
terday recalled the evangelical zeal of 
old time Methodism: | Dr. C. W. Byrd ap- 
pealed to his people with that intense 
earnestness and powér that marked the 
revival of George Whitfield; From the 
text, “Bring up your children in the nur-. 
ture and admonition of the. Lord,’’’ Dr. 
Byrd said in substance: 

“The responsibility of the Christian 
training of the children cannot be left. 
to the» pastor or the Sunday school. Iv 
is a duty resting on the parent and one 
that cannot be evaded. 

“The preservation of the church and 
the commonwealth are involved in the 
Christian nurture at the hearthstone. The 
literature of the: home is an element tn 
the building of character. Ifyou would 
keep your children from the club and the 
card party make home attractive. Culti- 
vate a comradeship with the child if you 
wish to anchor him to the family fireside. 
‘Like. mother Hke man.’ The hand of 
Susannah Wesley rings every Methodist 
church bell around the world. The dell- 
cate camera of the photograph does not 
reproduce your image more accurately 
than your child reproduces your conduct. 
‘A chip of the old block’ will only be 
sound when the block is of good timber. 

“The strength of a nation is measured 
by the integrity of the home. One writer 
has expressed it as ‘the outpopulating 
power of the Christian races.’ 

“It is as impossible to grow oranges on 
Greenland’s icy mountains as to rear God 
fearing children in a home presided over 
by parents whose vital energies are con- 
centrated upon the getting of money and 
a pursuit of fashion. The responsibility 
for the child is on the parent; it cannot 
be delegated to another; there is no sub- 
stitute for a mother’s influence.” 

The prayer of Rev. Dr. McGath be- 
fore the sermon and the closing prayer of 
Rev. Dr. J. W. Heidt added to the pro- 
found impression of the sermon upon the 
large audience. It will long be remem- 
bered as one of the ‘“‘tides of the spirit’’ 
at old First church. 
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Dr. A. R. Holderby preached yesterday 
morning on “Spiritual Holiness,’’ taking 
his text frim II Corinthians, vii, 1: ‘“‘Per- 
fecting holiness in the fear of God.” 

He said in part: 

‘The world nowadays does not want 
to hear of holiness, And the church ob- 
jects to it as well. Many people in the 
church can stand the preaching of the 
gospel well enough provided the doctrine 
of holiness is not taught. The preacher 
who insists upon preaching such a doc- 
trine will be very unpopular with certain 
classes of the people, but God demands 
that His people be holy. 

“The great business of the Christian 
is to perfect holiness in the fear of God. 

*“‘Now, it is very evident that God does 
not expect His people to reach a state 
of sinless perfection in this life, for the 
Bible clearly teaches that there can be 
no such thing as complete sanctification 
in the present life. The life-long work 
of every Christiam; is the perfecting of ‘ 
himself in holiness; that is, going on into 
perfection, although he can never reach 
absolute perfection. until the mortal shall 
have put on immortality. 

“But you ask why must.the Christian 
be holy? 

“l. God wants His children to be like 
Him. ‘Be ye holy, for I am holy,’ God 
says. To be.a Christian is to be like 
Christ. No man is qa Christian who is 
not like Christ. When we are perfecting 
holineas we are simply growing to be 
more like Christ. 

“2? We are called unto holiness. We 
are chosen unto obedience through sanc- 
tification of the spirit. God’s will is our 
sanctification. 

“3. We must be holy to be separated 
from sin. The root thought of holiness 
is separation. We must be separate from 
sin, unto that which is holy. ® 

“Tt is not enough for a man to stop sin- 
ning. He must be separated unto God. 

“God can actept no unholy offering. ‘I 
beseech you, therefore, brethren, that ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto the Lord.’ 

‘4. God wants his people to be holy 
in order that they may be happy. There 
can be no real happiness without holiness. 
It is sin only that makes us unhappy. 
Take sin out of the world and there would 
be no sorrow, no trouble, no unhappiness. 

‘“‘And the more holy a man is the hap- 
pier he is. 

“But you ask how is this holiness ob- 
tained and perfected? 

‘1. By our union with Christ. We 
must be united to Christ by faith. Faith 
purifies the heart. 

‘2. By prayer and watchfulness. He 
who does not pray can never be holy. By 
prayer we hold communion with God, 
and this communion makes us like God. 
The more we pray the more do we be- 
come like God. 

“We must watch against temptation 
and sin. 

“3. Again, the little duties of life pray- 
erfully performed, help also to perfect 
us in holiness. If we would be perfecting 
ourselves in holiness we must use all the 
God-ordained means.” 
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“Repentance Toward God” was the 
theme of the discourse of Dr. Rice to a 
large congregation. He said in part: 

“The importance and prominence of re- 
pentance are evident from its position 
in the scriptures, In the book which 
meets and illustrates the problem of suf- 
fering and settles it in some of its great 
outstanding elements, the climax is 
reached in this sublime language of Job: 
‘Now mine eye seeth Thee; wherefore I 
abhor myself and repent in dust and 
ashes.’ Jesus declared that He came to 
call sinners to repentance. Its vast im- 
portance is also shown by the conse- 
quences and results of failure to repent, 
as repeatedly set forth in the Bible. 

“We are discussing repentance only in 
one aspect—that ‘toward God.’ There are 
two kinds of repentance, the genuine and 
spurious. The spurious has in it regret, 
shame, and the sting of conscience; Dut 
these are only natural, possessing no 
merit. The sinner feels all these, and 
yet may still cherish his sin, even seeking 
to drown conscience by increased gratifi- 
cation. This sort: of repentance works 
death. But the true repentance abhors 
the sin itself because it is against God 
and is not mere emotion, but a course of 
conduct, a constant turning away* from 
sin. Even the smallest sin i» seen to be 
a@ great crime because of the majesty of 
God, against Whom it is committed. In 
this repentance there is hope. Thé death 
of Christ gave evidence of God's detesta- 
tion of sin, and also of His mercy for

the sinner; and whosoever truly 
faith be 


in the Son of God 
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Rev. Howard L. Crumley, agent for the 
Decatur Orphans’ home, preached at the 
morning service at Trinity church yes- 
terday. The subject of his discourse was 
“Georgia's Riches.” his text being 
‘Righteousness exalteth a nation, but sin 
is a reproach to any people.’’—Proverbs 
xiv, 3. | 

Mr. Crumley handled his theme in an 
interesting manner, and in a graphic way 
told of the diversified and wonderful nat- 
ural resources of this state. He said 
that the farmer in Georgia .could raise 
almost every kind of vegetable,.grain or 
fruit to be found anywhere in. this. coun- 
try. He spoke of the great mines of 
coal and iron being developed, and like- 
wise referred to the precious metals that 
are to be found here. 

“I had heard so many sarcastic things 
said about the ‘old red hills of Georgia,’ ”’ 
said he, “‘that I had almost come tv be 
ashamed of them; but now I know that 
these same hills of our state can yield 
a harvest to be favorably compared with 
the products of other states. I have 
come to love these old red hills.’ 

Continuing, but on another line of 
thought, Mr. Crumley had something to 
say regarding the great criminal class 
of the United States. He said that a well- 
known lawyer of New York had esti- 
mated that the criminals cost this coun- 
try about $800,000,000 a year.. There were 
some authorities, he said, who expressed 
the opinion that these figures were some- 
what low; that it was fully a billion dol- 
lars. 

He declared that the only remedy was 
to convert this class of pedple. This, he 
said, was the only solution of the prob- 
lem. Before concluding Mr. Crumley re- 
ferred to the good work being accom- 
plished by the orphans’ home at Decatur. 
He told of the little children that were 
being rescued from the gutters and were 
receiving a training that would make 
them good men gand women. 

Cards were passed among the congre- 
gation and all present were invited to 
subscribe something toward maintaining 
the home. 
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Rev. Dr. Landrum preached last night 
at the First Baptist church the fourth 
sermon in a series entitled, ‘‘All Things 
New,’’ the subject being the “‘New Fam- 
ily.”” The text was II Kings iv, 26: “Is 
it well with thee? Is it well with thy 
husband? Is it well with the child?” 

“American people,” said the minister, 
“are increasingly interested in their 
family histories because of the large 
place modern science assigns heredity as 
an element of character. Every one of 
us is born into a particular family which 
has a record and character of its own 
before we arrive. No one has any choice 
in the matter, and yet this connection 
affects all his subsequent life. On fami- 
ly~ties, which he can never unlock, may 
depend three-fourths of one’s happiness 
or misery. Bad heredity is depressing; 
good heredity is inspiring. Milton repre- 
sents the youthful Savior as being stir- 
red to noble ambition by the memories 
of his ancestors. 


***Victorious deeds, 
Flamed in my heart, heroic acts—one 
while 
To rescue Israel from the Roman yoke, 
Then to subdue and quell o’er all the 
earth 
Brute violence and proud tyrannic power, 
Till truth was freed and equity re- 
stored.’ ”’ 


In speaking of the family that.is to 
be, the ideal new family of the future, 
the minister mentioned first the impor- 
tance of government. ‘“‘Government,’’ he 
declared, “is essential in the home. God 
requires it; the young expect it; their 
highest interests demand it. The lack 
of it is injurious alike to parents, to 
children and to the community, and is 
above all disobedience to God. Parental 
authority is ordained of God; father- 
hood and motherhood are offices under 
God; they are revelations of God, the 
first and the most important and the 
most lasting. Fathers and mothers are 
the providence of the world of child- 
hood. Authority should be marked by 
reasonableness; it should be impartial, 
just and fair. The child will usually re- 
spond to reason. The more you use rea- 
son the less you will require to use the 
rod. 

“Rewards have a place as well as 
punishment. The aposthke says: ‘Fathers 
provoke not your children to wrath.’ I 
suppose he means ‘do not irritate them 
by unwise, inconsistent, capricious rules 
and ways.’ Praise them more than you 
blame them; play with them oftener than 
you punish them; humor them in their 
mistakes, disappointments and 
griefs; help them in their struggles and 
studies. Above all, practice what you 
preach; have no rule for them that you 
do not yourselves obey, but rather live 
out before them the character you would 
have them develop.” 

The next subdivision was the “educa- 
tion of the home.” “Home is the first 
school and the best school; parents are 
the most competent and effective in- 
structors in character. Your servants 
may be trustworthy, but the best nurse 
is no substitute for a mother. The teach- 
ed in day school or Sunday school may 
be well prepared and faithful, but she 
can never take the mother’s place. Your 
pastor may be anxious and earnest, 
praying for your children and guiding 
them’ by discreet counsel as opportunity 
occurs, but he can never do what par- 
ents leave undone.’’” The pleasures of 
the home were also discussed. ‘“‘Question- 
able amusements cannot be managed by 
the church; only clearly proved sins 
come under its discipline. Only parents 
ean decide in the light of God's word 
and Christian experience what pleas- 
ures should be indorsed because unquali- 
fied healthy for the body, improving to 
the mind and upbuilding to the charac- 
ter."’ The’ closing topic was religion in 
the home. ‘“‘The Almighty, when wish- 
ing to leaven the world’ with religion, 
chose Abraham. ‘I know Abraham,’ He 
said, ‘that he will order his children af- 
ter him.’ From that day to this it is the 
religious family which counts more for 
righteousness than all the courts and leg- 
islatures and constabulary and civic and 
literary institutions which any century 
or all the centuries ever vaunted before 
high heaven.”’

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Rev. C. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Lukes 
church, preached yesterday morning the 
second sermon in the course on the para- 
bie of the prodigal son. The text was St. 
Luke xv, 13: “And not many days after 
the younger son gathered all together and 
took his journey into a far country, and 
there wasted his substance in riotous liv- 
ing.”’ 

The speaker said in substance: 

“According to the most recent science 
and philosophy, the various forces of the 
universe are regarded as forms of the 
one underlying force. So on the moral 
and spiritual plane, the cardinal and other 
virtues are but special manifestations of 
the one virtue, communion with the high- 
est good; which is God, who is love. Sepa- 
ration from God is sin, and the root of 
sins. The opposite of the love of goodness 
is the love of self, and this love of self 
shows itself first in the desire to live in- 
dependently of God. ‘Give me the portion 
of goods that falleth to me,”’ is its cry. 
Let me have my way and be free from 
control. 

“The next step is to take a journey 
into a far country, free from thought of 
God. The result is a life of carnality and 
self-indulgence, which wastes the sub- 
stance of life. It is living on and wast- 
ing the capital instead of on the interest 
of our God-given capacity to enjoy. A 
man who lives a life of drunkenness or 
licentiousness is wasting his health, mind, 
soul, his energy, faith, courage, hope—the 
very tissue of life. 

“There arises a famine. The things 
sought so flercely lose the power to 
charm, and besides the soul’s hunger for 
God, for the spiritual and eternal, makes 
itself felt. ‘All things are full of weari- 
ness. Man cannot utter it. The eye is 
not satisfied with seeing nor the ear with 
hearing.’ Byron adds this testimony to 
that of Solomon:

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““*My days are in the yellow leaf; 

The flowers, the fruits of love are gone; 
The worm, the canker and the grief 

Are mine alone.’ 


*‘Does such a man get what he goes af- 
ter? He seeks pleasure; it turns to pain. 
He seeks independence; it ends in revolt- 
ing slavery. ‘Promising you liberty, they 
themselves are the slaves of corruption.’ 

“But what is true of the libertine is 
true of all who persist in living unspirit- 
ual, ungodly lives. There are _ refined 
prodigals as well as coarse. The young 
lady wholly given up to society and its 
rounds of pleasure; the scholar finding 
his happiness in knowledge, without one 
thought of making the world better with 
that knowledge; the man of business with 
no higher thought than making money; 
the musician, the artist, the poet, if pos- 
sessed with nothing higher as an aim than 
aesthetic love of the beautiful or the lux- 
ury of emotion; the man or woman using 
his or her power of loving in successive 
flirtations for amusement’s sake; the as- 
pirants for fame and power as ends, in 
themselves and not as means of making 
the world better—these, one and all, are 
prodigals, wasting their substance and 
bringing on the famine that sooner or 
later is sure to come, 

“Verily, ‘He that sinneth against God 
wrongeth his own soul.’ And mark: these 
things will happen to you whether you be- 
lieve in religion or not. 

“On the other hand: ‘Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God and His righteousness, 
and all these things will be added unto 
you.’ Spirituality is not asceticism. Things 
are not wrong just because they are pleas- 
ant. But spirituality puts goodness and 
the will of God first, and lets other things 
;come second, if innocent in themselves, 
nowhere if they are wrong. By constant 
communion with God and the love of use- 
fulness be in the world and not of it; 
and your reward will be life, kept sweet, 
fresh, and so passing through things tem- 
poral as not to lose things spiritual and 
eternal here and hereafter.’’ 
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Dr. Holtzclaw preached on “The Work 
of Christians in the Conversion of Sin- 
ners,” selecting the language of James 
v, 19-20, for a text: “Brethren, if a man 
do err from the truth, and one convert 
him; let him know that he which con- 
verteth a sinner from the error of his 
way shall save a soul from death, and 
shall hide a multitude of sins.’’ He said 
in part: 

“This text presents a present duty, 
and it is one of great practical impor- 
tance—that of saving sinners. There is no 
difficulty in getting men to admit that 
they are sinners, but the difficulty 
lies in the fact that thousands of them 
do not realize it in the deeper sense. A 
sinner, such as the text alludes to, is 
one who is in ‘error,’ and it is the duty 
of all Christians to try to get sinners out 
of ‘the error of their way.’ This is the 
work that James calis converting the sin- 
ner. 

“What is conversion? The Greek word 
for conversion is ‘epistrophen,’ and means 
turning to; Ghat is, turning to God. But 
in what sense does a man convert a sin- 
ner? It is only in the sense that he pre- 
sents the reasons which induce the sinner 
to consider and repent of his way. This 
applies both to the backslider and the 
unconverted. But the Bible tells us that 
man alone never did and never can con- 
vert a sinner. It is a work in which God 
works with the agent. “We are workers 
together with God.’ Men speak to the ear, 
but God speaks to the heart. God was 
working with Paul when King Agrippa 
said, ‘Almost thou persuadest me to be 
a Christian." ‘ 

“What kind of a death is it to which 
the text refers? ‘He which converteth 
the sinner from the error of his way 
shall save a soul from death.’ Not the 
body, but the soul. The body must die, 
but the soul without Christ is exposed to 
spiritual death from which it may be 
saved by repentance and faith. Every 
soul without Christ is now in a state of 
spiritual death which will end in 
eternal death unless saved by the blood 
of Jesus. Conversion is the only alter- 
native. The ‘multitude of sins’ here 
mentioned is. ncé the sins of the soul- 
winner, but those of the saved sinner, 
and it may also be those of other sin- 
ners who may be led to Christ by a cgn- 
verted sinner. 

“Out of these thoughts and truths come 
the following: : 

“First. Soul winning is the work of a 
Christian life. A man may be rich and 
pay large sums for church expenses and 
migsions at home and abroad, but he has 
not done his full duty until he has by 
personal effort sought to lead souls to the 
Savior. : 

“Second. It can be made the greatest 
work of any life. No man ever did a 
_greater thing than that of leading a soul 


to Christ. 

«Third. There can be no true benevo- 
lence where there is no spirit of souv!l- 
winning. If there is good to be done and

It will be two stories high 
and will be almost completely surrounded 
by a veranda 10 feet wide, while the porte 
coche will extend out on the right. The 
building will be 80 feet long and 70 wide, 
enormous measurements for a residence. 

On entering the beuse, besides the entry 
recess, there will be a vestibule with a 
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seat on either side. Just back of the vesti- 
bule is to be the staircase hall and to the 
rear of that will be an open well or court 
extending up to the second story ceiling. 

On the first floor will be the parlors, 
dining room, library and sitting room, all 
accessible from the staircase hall by 
stiding doors. All of these rooms will be 
elegantly finished in hard woods and the 
library will contain an old-fashioned fire- 
place and mantel. The kitchen, pantry, 
butler’s pantry and china closet are to 
the rear on the right. On the left will be 
a large bathroom and rear porch. 

The stairs are to have a nook with seats 
and stained glass windows on the land- 
ing. 

The second floor will contain five large 
bed rooms, each provided with ample 
closet space. Another large bathroom and 
a second story porch are to the rear. The 
front part of the upstairs hall will be

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trude out over the veranda, forming a 
very pretty little nook. 

The attic, or third story, will have a 
billiard room and _ servants’ quarters. 
Underneath the house will be a cellar 
containing a laundry, a vegetable cellar 
and a boiler room. 

The porches, staircase hall and bath 
rooms are all to be tiled, while the latter 
will have marble wainscotting. The entire 
building will be wired for electricity and 
combination fixtures are to be used. It 
will be steam heated. 

The porch roof all the way around is to 
be supported by immense columns that 
will delight every southerner’s heart. The 
residence will be modern in every way 
and yet there will be this ample porch to 
suggest the old southern mansion. 

Work is to be begun almost immediate- 
ly and no expense is to be spared to make 
it as comfortable and as elegant as it is 
now possible to build a residence.

heart today. It is a cry of distress. It | 


4s a cry of God from whom only cometh 
our help. Well may the whole nation 
thus appeal to heaven in this hour of des- 
elation. 

It is no exaggeration to say the nation 
weeps at this hour, refusing to be com- 
ferted because he is no more, whom men 
of all parties respected and whom multi- 
plied thousands genuinely loved. The 
sorrowful occasion which engages the 
people today elicits unaffected grief and 
makes manifest a love for the lamented 
president which is not increased by the 
sad fact of death which softens all hearts 
and soothes all asperities. The lamenta- 
tion of the people at his departure is 
hot greater than their devotion to him 
while living. 

Good men dissented from some of the 
policies of his administration, 
man questioned the integrity of his char- 
‘acter or doubted the genuineness of his 
patriotiam.. More than any president who 
has guided the affairs of the nation since 
the outbreak of the civil war, he has been 
the president of the whole country, re- 
speeted by men of all parties and beloved 
by the people of all sections. 


His public career justified the confidence | 


which the people gave him. Serving in 


high political ‘station during momentous | 


years in our national history—as a mem- 


ber of congress, as the governor of the | 


great state of Ohio, and last as presi- 
dent of the United States—he has lived 
without reproach, and dies without a blot 
upon his record. 

‘There has been a fashion during recent 
years to compare conditions in our coun- 
try with the state of things which ex- 
isted in the days of the decline of the 
Roman commonwealth. And it must be 


confessed that there are many things | 


prevalent among us to give rise to such 
disagreeable reflections. Greed of gain 
has usurped an authority over multitudes 
in our land which sets at naught the ad- 
monitions of virtue and the laws of God. 
Perfious opulence and irritated squalor 
have rapidly increased side by side, with 
an ever-diminishing middle Glass between 
them. Human life fs held cheap. The 
sanctity of the home is impaired. Ambi- 
tion runs riot and shamelessly seizes pub- 
lie Office by methods too base to be de- 
fended and too numerous to be concealed. 
Political corruption grows defiant and 
breeds political despair. Bad men féar 
not to avow their evil deeds and good 
man question if eivic righteousness has 
longer any chance of life. All these 
conditions remind us of how similar in- 
fluences decayed and destroyed the gov- 
ernment of ancient Rome, and they ad- 
monish us that by such things our own 
governmental structure may totter to 
its : 

But in one particular at least our case 
is in sharp contrast to that of Rome. Our 
chief rulers have been men of character. 
Within forty years three presidents have 
been assassinated, but against none of 
them could a charge of political oppres- 
sion or personal: corruption be brought 
to justify the deeds of their murderers. 
None of them took bribes, none of them 
sought to subvert the liberties of the 
pedple, or to fissure the foundations of 
the republic. Furtherest of all removed 
from just criticism was the president 
whose untimely death we lament today. 
Mr.. McKinley was a conspicuous exam- 
_ of personal integrity and public vir- 
we, 

The assassin himself felt constrained 
to,say: “I loved the man McKinley, My 
blow was aimed only at the ruler.’’ The 
president thus literally died for the gov- 
emnment. The bullet that pierced his 
vitals was aimed not aj him, but at the 
civil system which he repregented and 
which protects us all. It penetrated no 
Iicentious breast. It fell upon no foul 
form begrimed by the stains of politica] 
sins. It carried to his death a patriot 
without dishonor and a Christian without 

.-He was a profoundly religious 
man. Whether at home or. abroad the 
Sabbath morning found him in the place 
of worship, and among all the worship- 
éfs none waited more teachably upon the 
instructions of God’s house, and none 
bowed more devoutly before the throne 
of Grace. : 

He was a man of prayer. When. pain 
and anguish held him in their grasp the 
accents which escaped his lips were 
words of prayer and strains of sacred 
song. The habits of a pious life asserted 
themselves in that crucial hour when arti- 
fice ‘can find no place and every motive

was no mere spectacle of piety that he 
enacted when face to face with death. 
but the genufne and natural triumph of

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The church of his mother was the church 
of his love. It is ever so with the great- 
est men. They know what they believe 
and they abide by their beliefs. Creed- 
lessness furnishes no basis for courag 
or character. In the midst of our grief 
at this hour we may take comfort from 
the assurance that President Roosevelt 
is a man of like mind. Brought up in the 
Dutch Reformed church, thoroughly at- 
tached to its tenets and usages. I see 
from the papers. he has announced his 
purpose to worship with his own people 
at the capital, though their church is an 
humble wooden structure {n an unfash- 
fonable quarter of the city. The announce- 
ment proclaims that a man of convictions 
succeeds a man of convictions in the chief 
magistracy of this great republic. 

We will not best honor the dead nor 
serve the living tf we be consumed with 
grief in this hour and fail to lay to heart 
the lessons of the sorrowful occasion 
which assembles us here. It is an hour 
to confess our sins and to turn to God 
with a genuine repentance. For one, with 
Maurice, I feel like confessing as my own 
the sins of my generation. Perhaps we 
should not be here fn the midst of na- 
tional grief and gloom if we had been 
less indulgent of sin and more faithful 
to duty. 

As I conceive it one of the most solemn 
and important lessons to be laid to heart 
teday.is that the churches must evangel- 
ize more’ rapidly ‘the masses whfeh come 
to our shores, or our policy of inviting 
the distressed and disheartened of all 
lands to come and dwell with us will re- 
sult in the. overthrow of our institutions. 
The head of the nation is stricken down 
by a man of foreign name, whose feet 
have frequented the haunts of anarch- 
ists, but not the house of God, whose 
ears have heard the pernicious doctrines 
of faithless agitators, but not the teach- 
ings of the gospel of Christ; whose heart 
has been inflamed with the unholy fires 
of hate, but never warmed with the ge- 
nial light of Christian love. Are the 
churches entirely without fault that men 
of his sort are increasing On all sides? 
Have we raised barriers between the 
forces of Christianity and the people who 
most need saving? Have we reckoned 
multitudes as hopelessly irredeemable and 
turned away from them to make our- 
selves comfortable in beautiful churches 
whose lovely services pleases our taste 
and causes us to forget our wayward 
brothers who dwell in the dark places of 
the earth? 

Ah! my brethren, if by the structure 
and services of our churches we dispense 
an exclusive aestheticism instead of the 
gospel of Christ, if by the forms of our 


worship and. by the character of our ser- 


mons we withdraw ourselves from the 
unchurched -multitude and delight our- 
selves with a mere Sabbath entertain- 
ment, let us be well assured we shall be 
forsaken by the Holy Ghost, and we 
shall grieve Him of whom it we said ‘‘the 
common people heard Him gladly. He 
is not a true shepherd who contents him- 
self with staying with the well-housed 
sheep of the fold and who never goes out 
upon the bleak, bare mountains seeking 
the wayward ones who perish there. 


Perhaps if every church had done its’ 


duty and every preacher had felt the 
compassion which our Lord felt for the 
shepherdless multitude, this assassin 
had been before now 4 Christian and this 
noble president had been spared to serve 
long his country and the world. At any 
trate, we may be sure it is not by mere 
force alone that we can defend our pub- 
lic servants and preserve our civil insti- 
tutions. “Except the Lord keep the city, 
the watchman waketh but in vain. No 
police force nor attendants from the 
secret service bureau can take care of 
our rulers as they go about their appro- 
priate duties and engagements. They 
must be hedged about with a Christian 
sentiment and a public virtue that can-

love of sensationalism and notoriety—and 
from all that group of diabolic passions 
which burst forth in anarchistic agita- 
tions and murderous assaults. No power 
but Christian influence is pervasive 
enough to reach these hidden sources of 
disorder, and the Christian influence of 
those churches which give themselves 
over to a,round of mere decencies and 
proprieties without the power of faith or 
the ingenuity of love, will be worth any- 
thing in the work of salvation which. the 
times demand.

Let us algo in this hour remember 


Gentiles, was not the product of the 
times, of Annas and Caiaphas. Saul, the 
persecutor, raised to the highest power, 
would have been no more than a magni- 
fied Pharisee, for that was the best the 
times could produce. But on the way to 
Damascus, when the unearthly voice of 
the risen Savior ealled. to him from out 
the ineffable splendors of his heavenly 
enthronement, Saul, the persecutor, died, 
and Paul, the apostle, was born. Martin 
Luther was not produced by the times 
of Leo X. When the poor, perplexed 
monk found God for himself, and dealt 
with the Almighty face to face, and not 
by any hearsay or second-hand methods 
of priestly absolution, the great refonmer 
came forth, the messenger of God, to re- 
store faith to a faithless age. John 
Wesley was not the outcome of the 
eighteenth century times in England. 
That hour in Aldergate street, of which 
he spoke when he said “I felt my heart 
strangely warmed,’’ marked the moment 
of birth for the John \Wesley, by whose 
labors the English speaking world was 
blessed. The genial glow which there 
broke upon his soul, as he heard the 
Moravian read Luther’s account of the 
way of faith, was the oveginning of a new 
springtime for all the earth. Because of 
it we are here today. 

But the time would fafl me to tell of all 
the great men who have wrought right- 
eousness, subdued kingdoms and made 
the earth wholesome by the victories of 
their faith. They were all—All—the gift 
ot God. And this great man was not an 
exception to the rule. He was born and 
nurtured in a Christian home. When he 
came to his highest eminence his devout 
mother was reported to have said, “I 
reared William hoping * he would 
be a Methodist preacher and dreaming 
that may be some day he would be a 
bishop in my church.” It was not strange 
that the lad who breathed the atmosphere 
of' a Christian home laden with such 
pious ambitions and holy aspirations ear- 
ly became an earnest Christian. He knew 
God as his personal Savior in Jesus 
Christ cur Lord. In life he knew the se- 
cret place of the Most High, and dying, 
gasped submissively, “It is God’s way. 
What He does is best.”” Yearning ever to 
be ‘‘Nearer to God,” the ‘‘Kindly Light” 
has led him out of all the “encircling 
gloom” to the radiant heights of the eter- 
nal home. The Lord gave him to his 
country. The Lord hath taken him away.

And now, as we look up toward the 
clouded heavens which have received the 
martyred president out of our sight, feel-
